H ughes Depicts 


Washington as 


Regular Human 


Unlucky at Cards, Love, 
War, and Politics. 


New York, Oct, 13.—()—George . 
Washington as a young man who was 
unlucky at cards, love, war and poli- 
tics, is the figure pictured by Rupert 
Hughes in “George Washington, the 
Human Being and the Hero,” a new 
biography out today. 

“The father of his country waa a 
swell from his sixteenth year on,” 
says Hughes. “He rode to heunds, 
learned to love foppery and all the 
elegancies, became a past master of 
dancing, gambling, polite drinking and 
exquisite flirtation.” 

The loves of Washington form a 
large part of the volume. 

“No youth of such after fame éver 
took his puppy loves more seriously, 
or was more inconstant or more wnh- 
lucky than George Washington,” 
writes Hughes. 


he romped with at school. By 
manhood Washington had loved 
lost with consistent regularity. 
| was the girl known only as “ the low- 
land beauty.” Then came 14 year old 
Mary Cary; next followed her sister.
